CANBERRA, March 17 (UP)—

NEW CENSORSHIP 


RULE DELAYS STORY 
CLEARED IN KOREA 


TOKYO, March 17 (UP)—Gen 
Douglas MacArthur's headquar- 
ters issued a new set of censor- 
ship rules today to guide war cor- 
respondents in their coverage of 
the Korean war. 


Double censorship was clamped 
on Korean war news for “se- 
curity” reasons earlier this week. 
Copy previously censored only at 
Eighth Army headquarters in Ko- 
rea now must be censored again 
in Tokyo. 

A United Press story based on 
an official Eighth Army briefing 
and passed by Eighth Army cen- 
sors was held up in Tokyo for 40 
minutes today under the double 
censorship regulations. 


| Censors in Tokyo at first re- 


fused to pass the story on the 
ground that Eighth Army censors 
had allowed something to “slip 
through.” But they later allowed 
the story to pass in its original 
form. 

Col. Esher C. Bukhart, chief 
Tokyo censor, has no men with 
newspaper experience on his 
staff, and wants none.

Juan Peron has stripped away all pretension 
that he is not trying to abolish freedom of the 
press in Argentina. A committee of his Con- 
gress has arbitrarily taken control of the Critical 


jected to long harassment before that, Now it 
has ceased to exist as a free newspaper. Free- 
dom of the press was cremated on the pyre 
of Peron's burning ambition in an election year. 

At first, Peronista street gangs attacked the 
La Prensa building. Then the Government re- 
stricted the newsprint, pages and circulation of 
this venerable newspaper. 

When plain failed to silence La 
Prensa, a Peronista news vendors’ union boy- 
cotted the paper. When employes tried to enter 
the plant, one was murdered. When they asked 
for police protection, the Government instead 
arrested some employes, and put the publisher, 
Dr. Alberto Paz, on trial for “security” reasons. 

Eventually Peron'’s labor federation ordered 
unions to cut off all service to La Prensa, 
Bank clerks could not cash its checks; utility 
workers could not give it electricity. Finally, 
Peron called a special session of Congress, and 
a resolution ordering seizure of the newspaper 
was whipped through in less than eight hours. 

So a great newspaper lost its life. A basic 
civil liberty was snuffed out by slick fascist 
tactics glazed with the legality of dictatorial 
decree. And how does the United States regard 
this assault on democracy in the New World? 

Assistant Secretary of State Edward G. Miller 
Jr. stated that the La Prensa closing hampers 
this country in efforts to co-operate with Argen- 
tina’ A Peronista newspaper replied that the 
statement was an “impertinence.” Obviously, 
anything we do will be made to look like inter- 
vention in the Argentine. 

The United States has little right or authority 
to try to reform the Peron management, but the 
plain fact is that we do not have to like it or 
pretend that we do. A year ago the State De- 
partment went out of its way to “co-operate.” 
The Export-Import Bank granted a $125,000,000 
credit to Argentina, and civil rights were dis- 
cussed informally as a condition for the loan. 

What is the result? The National Association 
of Credit Men still gives Argentina the lowest 
possible international credit rating, and _ that 
country’s liberties face new peril. 

La Prensa’s suppression indicates a _ clear 
course. While our Government undoubtedly 
will continue diplomatic recognition of Peron, it 
can also recognize that his government is author- 
itarian as well as inefficient. We need not be 
generous with him.

Maybe it’s because they can't resist the lilting 
names of their land. From the Mayo Mountains 
to Bantry Bay, each sign-post is a song: Bally- 
vourney and Belashanny, Mallow and Galway, 
Maynooth and Athlone, Sligo and Kildare, Lough 
Lene and the Ballyhouras, Tara and Killarney. 

Or maybe it’s the wistful beauty of the land 
that’s in their blood. The soft, misty mountains 
or the white surf rushing out of the gray sea 
against the Western Isles. The brown cattle 
behind the hedges of the lush green fields. The 
beech groves and the red-berried rowan trees. 
The peat smoke lazing over the cottage roof. 

Or maybe it's the fire that smoulders and 
smoulders in their hearts, the undying love for 
their “dark Rosaleen.” Where else are heroes 
bred and nurtured as in Ireland? Who refuses 
more stubbornly than an Irishman to sheathe 
the sword? Defeated at home, he carries on 
under the banners of a Scottish Queen, a French 
King or an American Lincoln. 

Out of that comes a melancholy gloom as gray 
as the fog-veiled glens over which the eagles 
bark. But there is also in the Irish soul an acid 
of wit sharp enough to bite through the misery. 
There is loyalty as well as fanaticism. There is 
courage and compassion. 

For a Mangan’s tragic keening, there is also 
the sharp wit of a Gogarty strolling down 
O'Connell Street. There is an O’Casey in the 
Abbey Theater celebrating the 1916 Easter 
Week. There is a Yeats humming an adult lul- 
laby of sweet peace at an old woman's fireside. 
Nobody knows better than an Irishman how hard 
life can be, but also nobody knows better what 
love and laughter can do. 

They are a grand people altogether, these 
Irish. So here's the top of the mornin’ to them 


on this St. Patrick's day. 
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Two Who Were Duped 

The deaths of Alfred Hugenberg and Fritz 
Thyssen within a few weeks of each other 
would be’ no more than a noteworthy coinci- 
dence, a kind of footnote to a chapter of history 
which could be marked and forgotten, if it were 
certain that the chapter has indeed ended, and 
nobody else would attempt what they attempted. 

These two, at least as much as any other men, 
made possible Hitler's vault to the control of 
Germany in 1933. Thyssen, once perhaps the 
Ruhr’s wealthiest industrialist, was front man 
for the Nazis among his colleagues. And the 
fact that he achieved only middling success in 
his self-appointed task of winning the Ruhr to 


, Hitler's cause in 1932 did not prevent him from 


raising large sums of money for the party's 
coffers. 

Hugenberg, chairman of the board ef the 
Krupp munitions empire himself before becom- 
ing German industry's mighty, full-time political 
spokesman, provided the necessary “respecta- 
bility” for Hitler by allying his reactionary Ger- 
man Nationalist party with the Nazis in 1931. 

Each was a violent chauvinist, motivated on 
one hand by what he regarded as the “dis- 
honor” of the Versailles Treaty and the “back- 
breaking load” of the Young plan for repara- 
tions, and on the other by a blind, senseless and 
unreasoning fear of his workers. Both thought 


they could use Hitler to accomplish their goals; - 


each found out too late what a force for evil he 
had helped unleash. 

: First Hugenberg, then Thyssen,-was in charge 
of economics in Hitler's early cabinets. Both 
fell from power rapidly as Hitler consolidated 
his control. By the end of the war, Hugenberg 


ble of attainment. The mass revolutions had oc- 
curred, and the imperial scepter could be 
wielded by industrial barons no more than by 
hereditary nobility. They could not form the 
world to suit their own fancies. | 

This Thyssen and Hugenberg could not see. 
But may their failure make the futility of the 
attempt more apparent to their colleagues and 
successors now stirring again in the Ruhr, and 
to like-minded men in the United States and 
other countries. Then their deaths will be no 
more than footnotes to the end of an era. 


Wrangle at Paris 
A token of how difficult a Big Four confer- 


ence would be is offered by the tortuous negoti- 


ations in Paris over what a Big Four conference 
should discuss. The talks have been going on 
for two weeks and it is still touch and go 
whether anything will come of them. 

Deputy Foreign Minister Andrei Gromyko 
evidently came to the conference with one cardi- 
nal objective: to get on the agenda the question 
of German rearmament. After sparring for two 
weeks the Western powers have now for the 
first time agreed that the “demilitarization” of 
Germany shall be discussed. 

But Gromyko wants it discussed within the 
framework of the Potsdam agreement, whereas 
the West, holding that this agreement is now 
outdated, wants the question discussed within 
the framework of the general European situa- 
tion, including the buildup of military power in 
the Soviet sphere. 

While the deadlock holds on this issue, some 
progress has been made on others. Russia has 
accepted the West's proposal that discussion of 
reunifying Germany should precede discussion 
of a possible peace treaty, and has abandoned 
its original demand that the withdrawal of occu- 
pation forces should also be discussed. 

Russia has agreed to examine the general 
causes of international tension, and the West 
has agreed to include in this examination the 
question of disarmament by the Big Four. 
Whether the West will drop its demand for talks 
on an Austrian treaty, in view of Russia's de- 
mand that any such talks include Trieste, is not 
clear. 

What is clear is that the question of Ger- 
many’s military status is the crux of the negoti- 
ations. Now that the West has agreed to discuss 
it, the precise terminology to be used will strike 
the layman as a minor matter. 

Obviously, Russia wants to hark back to Pots- 
dam in order to accuse the West of violating 
Potsdam, and the West wants to ignore Potsdam 
in order to accuse Russia of building an aggres- 
sive threat in Eastern Europe. No matter how 
the agenda is phrased, however, both of these 
charges are bound to be made. 

If there is a genuine will on both sides to dis- 
cuss the substance of the German issue, the dip- 
lomats at Paris should be able to find the lan- 
guage that will permit them to get on with it.

The Oswald D. Heck of It 


We sympathize, probably, with the Speaker of 
the Assembly of the State of New York, Oswald 
D. Heck. Our reason for saying probably is 
that we suspect, but do not know for sure, that 
he has to put up with it when some worthy 
opponent cries out in contravention of some- 
thing the Speaker has said, “The Heck you say!” 
Or perhaps, ironically, “It is like Heck!” 

Maybe he even gets introduced sometimes 
with a “This is the Heck of.it,” or “The Heck he 
is.’ It is even possible that an introduction to 
him is sometimes acknowledged with a gracious 
“Aw, Heck.” 

The possibilities for being arch on this theme 
are so numerous that we do not like to think 
about them, let alone mention them. It occurs 
to us, however, that the Speaker has a good way 
to put a quietus on the more bothersome 
heckler. If someone tries to brush him off with 
a “Go to Heck,” he can retort with a fast, sharp 
“You go to Oswald D. Heck!” That ought to 
hold them. 
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A New Reserve Chairman 

Thomas B. McCabe had evidently been plan- 
ning to resign from the chairmanship of the 
Federal Reserve Board for some time. The 
agreement on credit policy which the Board 
reached with the Treasury provided the oppor- 
tunity he had been waiting for. 

When Mr. McCabe became chairman in place 
of Marriner S. Eccles, fears were expressed that 
the Board was being delivered over to political 
control, for Mr. Eccles had vigorously opposed 
Administration fiscal policies. But now Mr. 
McCabe is being hailed as having preserved the 
Board's freedom and independence in the recent 
clash with the Treasury. 

Independence of judgment in the Reserve 
Board is certainly desirable, but it is idle to 
suppose that the directors of a central banking 
system can stand aloof from the fiscal and credit 
needs of the Government. Mr. McCabe realized 
this. He did not go around making hot speeches 
against the Treasury; instead he worked out an 
agreement by which both the Treasury's and the 
Board's objectives may be attained. 

William McChesney Martin Jr., the new chair- 
man, played an important role in reaching that 
agreement. Under his leadership we may expect 
the Board to continue to work with, and not 
against, the Treasury.

Telecast of ’Kefauver committee hearings in New York showed how 
Costello talks, how his mind works; columnist says it was one of 
best shows television has yet put forth, even without Costello's 
head; gave a “deep insight into matter of grave public concern.”

Out in St. Louis, James Carroll, the 
widely recognized betting commissioner, 
refused to have any part of him on tele- 
vision and walked out on the Kefauver 
committee hearings. In New York, Frank 
Costello, conceivably aware of the con- 
tempt proceedings in store for Mr. Car- 
roll, agreed to e the cameras play over 
his torso fromfthe neck down, the least 
interesting p of Mr. C. and certainly 
the least important. 

Just what was gained by this diffidence 
is pretty hard to understand. In the first 
place, both Carroll in St. Louis and Cos- 
tello in New York 
were on television 
from head to foot 
while their lawyers 
wrangled over this 
invasion of their pri- 
vacy. In the second 
place, photographs of 
both men are not 
hard to obtain. 

While the headless 

Costello was testify- 

ing before the com- 

mittee, Time maga- 

zine, which spon- 

sored the TV show 

on WJZ-TV, occa- 

sionally interrupted 

with a shot of its cover picture of Mr. Cos- 
tello, a not altogether flattering portrait. 

Far as I can see, Mr. Costello just 
whetted the public appetite for a view of 
his features, and no one will have any 
trouble at all satisfying his craving for 
a glimpse of the great man. His photo- 
graph has been in all the papers and in 
lots of the magazines. 


On television, though, the truncated 
Costello was only a hoarse, high, frequently 
exasperated voice and pair of eloquent 
hands which toyed with a pair of glasses, 
mopped at the invisible face with a hand- 
kerchief and drummed impatiently. Cos- 
tello, incidentally,-seemed the most nerv- 
ous and easily the wettest of the parade 
of witnesses. 

While the face was veiled like a Mos- 
lem woman, we were permitted to hear 
a rich collection of Mr. Costello's vocar 
mannerisms. “Why don’t you refreshen 
my memory?” “I prolly met him two 


three times.” “Not to my knowlish.” “I 
wutn t remember. I| wutn’t remember.” 

The most popular phrase yet heard is 
that classic old line, “I refuse to answer 
on the grounds it might tend to incrimi- 
nate me.” In general, Costello handled 
that line with the ease of long practice. 

The preceding day, Frank Erickson had 
a lot of trouble with the same line, de- 
spite the fact that he’s had a lot of prac- 
tice, too. “Might intend to criminate me” 
is the way it came out of Erickson—just 
like a small boy who hadn't quite got the 
sense of it. 

Altogether, the procession of bumble- 
mouthed gamblers and their truculent 
lawyers made quite a TV carnival, and 
the question as to whether the Kefauver 
probe is too much carnival, too little in- 
vestigation will be thrashed around for a 
long time. 

There’s no doubt in my mind but that 
the public gets a deep insight into a 
matter of grave public concern on a five- 
hour telecast, with its infinite detail, gets 
a chance to hear not only what the gam- 
bler has to say but how he says it and 
how his mind works. 

The acting, | should say, ranged from 
fair to pure ham—-the hammiest of all 
coming from the witnesses who haven't 
had the Kleig light experience of the Sen- 
ators and their counsel. Charles Morton 
Levy pretty well ran the gamut from 
cockiness to truculence to nervousness 
under the searching questioning of Chief 
Committee Counsel Rudolph Halley.

A sort of Ephraim Tutt of a person, his 
New England morality led him to frequent 
outbursts that these things should exist.

Did Taft Know and Say He Didn't? 


From the Dayton Daily News 


James Reston of The New York Times 
reported some facts which, unless they 
are successfully challenged, have a grave 
bearing on Senator Taft's feputation for 
political integrity. 

According to Reston, before the decision 
was made to make public the nature of 
our present plans for troop movements to 
Europe, “various * prominent legislators 
were told the figure in private in the 
hope that when they knew the plan called 
for about 100.000 additional troops, instead 
of 750,000, some of them would modify 
their opposition.” 

One of those prominent legislators was 
Taft. “Gen. Omar Bradley, for example.” 
Reston reports, “told Senator Robert A. 
Taft three weeks ago precisely what the 
plan was. and members of the Senate 
Armed Services committee were likewise 
informed.” 

Three weeks ago Senator Taft knew, 
from the lips of the American chief of staff, 
that we were planning to send four more 
divisions, comprising about 100,000 men, 
to Western Europe. 


many American divisions are to be 
contributed to it. Senator Douglas 
seems to feel that the army is to be 
one of 55 divisions of which we con- 
tribute 10. I have heard from high 
sources that it is to be approximately 
60 divisions of which we contribute 15. 

The newspapers report some talk in 
the committees of a total army of 40 
divisions by the end of 1952 after two 
years of preparation. There has also 
been some suggestion that there will 
be five or six American divisions in 
Europe by the end of 1951. Gen. 
Eisenhower has said that we would 
only contribute a minor fraction, but

But 
in most other respects, there are serious short- 
comings in electronics.

Besides dressing warmly, Miss Emerson has 
chat.ged a lot of other things around on her show. 
Some time ago. Miss Lilli Palmer characterized 
the current crop of television females as “a lot 
of chattering dames.” This was not only one of 
the most trenchant bits of criticism of the winter 
but one of the most effective.

The New Films

The screen version of Emmet Lavery’s play, “THE MAG- 
NIFICENT YANKEE,” at LOEW’S STATE THEATER, closely 
follows the stage piece, with a broadening of background 
to include some Washington scenes. And the same criti- 

cisms apply. It gives Louis Calhern a chance 
to do a fine acting job as Justice Oliver 
Wendell Holmes during his three decades 
on the Supreme Court. It is a sentimental 
story of a likable character and his under- 
standing wife, growing old together, with 
some obvious humor and some _ obvious 
pathos. It has not a little entertainment 
value in human interest touches. But as a play, it isn't 
exciting, either intellectually or theatrically. There is no 
dramatic conflict. And as far as depicting Justice Holmes 
for what he was famous, any insight into the noble fire 
of a powerful intellect, it is negligible. 

Trouble is, Lavery is so anxious to prove Holmes wasn't 
a stuffed shirt he stops short at that, as if it made any dif- 
ference in his legal philosophy whether he was personally 
lovable or a cantankerous curmudgeon. We see the Justice 
as somebody who will “hop an iron railing in a park to 
pluck a crocus in the spring, who chases fire engines, who 
eats a hearty breakfast, who will take a glass of sherry on 
occasion, who speaks coyly of kissing pretty girls, who uses 
such terrible cusswords as “Great Jehosophat!”, who won't 


kowtow to Teddy Roosevelt, who regards his long string of | 


secretaries as virtual sons (Alger Hiss, by the way, isn't 
mentioned as one of them.)

THE WITHDRAWAL of Com- 
munist troops along our line in 
Korea gives us all a sense of re- 
lief. Yet one cannot help being 
anxious, for if it means the Com- 
munists were really going to 
enter into serious negotiations, 
one would expect to see some 
moves in that direction. A unified 
and free Korea is as much to be 
desired as it ever was. 

No one doubts that Chinese in- 
fluence always will be felt in 
Korea, because China is the great 
nation of Asia. If real reforms 
come about and the Chinese gov- 
ernment is not simply a puppet 
government whose strings are 
pulled by the Politburo in Mos- 
cow, China eventually may do 
great things for the whole of 
Asia. A Chinese government, 
however, that follows the pattern 
of other satellite countries simply 
will mean that the Chinese people 
have gained a new master but 
that no real reforms or freedoms 
will be permanently theirs. 

Let us hope that the lull in 
the fighting in Korea means ne- 
gotiation and the real foreshad- 
owing of an independent Chinese 
spirit.
